p. m.) — General Kuropatkin, in 
his attempt to break through the 
Japanese left wing and outflank 
fFicld Marshal Oyama's position on the 
ShakllO river, seems to have failed.

The operation entrusted 
to the second army, under General Grip- 
penberg, was the capture of Sandepas, 
Which, once in Russian bands, would 
serve as a pivot for a flanking movement 
against Field 'Marshal Oyama, but San- 
depas proved too hard a nut to crack, 
mid the Japanese, taking advantage of 
the check of the 'Russians, hurried up 
rlien reinforcements and assumed the of- 
fensive on the Hun river, as well as 
along the railroad and the great Man- 
darin road. The Russians, however, ap- 
peal' to have been successful in repulsing 
all the Japanese attacks. Under the cir- 
cumstances. General Grlppenberg did 
not press the atternpt. to storm Sande- 
pas. 

Owing to tho Hat trajectory and the 
enormous penetration of modern projec- 
tiles, tho capture of the outer line of 
trenches on Saturday entailed heavy 
casualties, some thousands on both sides 
being killed or wounded.

Under the iaw 
as it .stands, a lumberman wishing to 
lease n section of timber land, if not 
operating a mill, it is pointed out, has 
to pay 25 cents an acre and has only 
a 20 years' ilease at the outeide. 

The. owners of this land have held 
the timber in question for twenty years 
for purely speculative purposes, with- 
out cutting a stick of timber on it, and 
now as a protect against taxation they 
thavo threatened to cut this timber nil 
down and float it to Spokane and man- 
ufacture it there into lumber. 

"Wo do not say that the complaints 
against the Assessment Act are all 
equally as ill-founded as the one to 
which "Fairplay" refers; but it is an 
instance of some of the complaints 
which are being championed .by news- 
papers anxious to discredit the govern- 
ment.

The Farmers' Advocate in its last 
.number asks: "Where is the 1005 Dom- 
inion Exhibition to be held'.'" The 
question has been answered in the an- 
nouncement that it is to be held at 
New Westminster. According to the 
Advocate the stockmen were beginning 
To get anxious about it as the time m 
.short in which to prepare for it. Our 
contemporary stated: "We pointed 
out some time ago the desirability of 
having a Dominion -Exhibition at the 
Coast this year, partly on . account of 
tho big Lewir; and Clark Exposition to 
be held at Portland, Oregon, which mil 
undoubtedly bring a large contingent of 
visitors from the Eastern, Central and 
.Southern .States, ninny of whom would 
journey north to see what British Co- 
lumbia bus to offer to tourists, to farm- 
ers, miners and commercial enterprises 
generally. Considerable time is needed 
to get up on exhibition worthy of the 
titlo Dominion, and an announcement 
should be made pretty soon if the Gov- 
ernment intends to assist this year." 

After the statement that no grant 
would Ik? given this year had been made 
the- announcement comes as quite n 
surprise, anil we presume to the peo- 
ple or New Westminster a pleasant 
surprise, although they have not yet 
realized the responsibility of holding 
such an exhibition, if it is to .be, as 
the Advocate says, worthy of the name.

'.Mr. 'Schack warns his fellow-lumber 
dealers against signing it, and asks them 
rather to join with the manufacturers in 
asking the Dominion Government to 
protect the lumber industry in the same 
way as the Eastern manufacturer is pro- 
tected. 

In speaking about the disastrous ef- 
fect of the present condition of the lum- 
Iher industry in the Province, he says : 
"It means that they do not require 
any more of our horses, which they 
have .bought from us in former years 
at good figures. The grain and hay sup- 
ply is cut in half, hundreds of young 
farmers who went every winter to the 
lumber woods of British Columbia and 
'brought back thousands of dollars, with 
which they improved their farms, find 
themselves -without employment. 

"Let us send our money to British 
Columbia and we get. it back again .n 
various ways. They need our horses, need 
our men, need our produce, what of it 
if we pay 2 per cent, more for our lum- 
ber does this signify anything? 1 think 
not as long as they pay high wages to 
Ibe men we send them from the country 
and goqd prices for our produce. 
1 "I do not alone Want every lumber 
dealer, to whom I presume the peti- 
tion lists are sent, to 'help, but I ask 
every business man and fanner to well 
consider the question, l^et British Co- 
lumbia llourish and we will flourish, let 
us all do our share towards it as British 
(Columbia is the only market we have 
for all our produce." 

•Mr. ISchack may not "oe a Britisher,

Tragic in the extreme, and no less 
pathetic than tragic, was the death by 
his own Jin ltd on Sunday evening of 
Frederick 'Morrison Rogers, the UrtCOU- 
ycars-old son of Mr. C. W. Itogeit-, 
wholesale confectioner of ill Govern- 
ment street. '.'Died by bis own hand 
while temporarily insane" was the ver- 
dict of the coroner's jury, which yes- 
terday made formal and official inquiry 
into the circumstances of the deed, but 
back of ami beyond the domain of 
co-related facts which may be brought 
within the ken of coroners' juries, then- 
was a psychological problem that the 
iboy now dead bad faced and wrestled 
with alone — a problem nearly akin to 
that which is made the basin of •'Hani- 
let's" immortal soliloquy. And, given 
all the facts, who shall blame the dead 
for the solution with which ho mot 
grim fate? There is, indeed, a 
dash of the heroic in the calm quittance 
made of life when its complications 
pressed and crowded with menace to 
Society. 

Of course the coipuer's inquiry was 
seized only of, the tangible facts. The 
psychological aspect of the case did not 
concern either mo coroner or the jury. 
It was theirs to investigate, bow and 
in what manner the deceased, Freder- 
ick Morrison Rogers, came to his un- 
timely death, and true deliverance 
make upon this ghastly text. Their 
duty ended with the verdict of suicide, 
and a merciful qualification or exten- 
uating finding of "temporary insanity." 
It i.s left for those who dare and care, 
to draw aside the dark curtain and 
picture for themselves the campaign of 
emotions — of fear, of dread, of hesitan- 
cy, of sudden heroism that preceded 
and led up to the deed of self-destiMc- 
tioa. 

On the) authority of friends who knuw 
him well ami who now tell of random 
conversations with him in no way con- 
nected witn the ghastly deed of Sun- 
day, young Rogers had from early 
youth "a mania for explosives." It 
was his boyish delight to study the 
composition, tno power and the parti- 
cular action of dynamite, giant pow- 
der, nitro, lyddite and the score ami' 
more other ruin-scattering compounds 
known to present day science. Ho 
carried sticks of dynamite in his pool 




Into .his body about, two inches above 
his waist. Dr. Robertson testified that 
death was due to internal hemorrhage. 
Mr. 'Frederick Landsherg gave evidence 
that file boy had a penchant for us- 
ing firearms, and that it was customary 
for him to hire them from him, the 
boy's father consenting. The father 
had given written orders for witness 
to give the boy a revolver, as it was 
a favorite pastime for him to use fire-, 
arms. Other witnesses testified to 
idiosyncrades of the deceased with re- 
gard to a mania for explosives. lie 
was ever talking of the action of giant 
powder and dynamite, and but a short 
time ago bad three lingers blown away 
toy sin explosive of a dynamite cap. M 
Young, one of the proprietors of ilia 
New England, told of how Rogers had 
talked of ' explosives on the night lie 
committed .suicide. He had taken the 
room, he said, to see if it compared 
with those at a Seattle bote). lie 
wanted a room with a fire-escape in it. 
Mr. Hiscocka told of selling alcohol, 
which (Rogers said he wanted to clean 
glasses with, to the iboy. The alcohol 
bottle was found empty in the room. 
Some oil and cleaning rod*, witn oil- 
soaked rags, were found, evidently hav- 
ing been used to oil the revolver, wbieJl 
the lioy had loaded with six cartridges 
ts as he rode to and fro on the street .before firing the one which killed him,

Anti -Tuberculosis Society Ad- 
varices Business at Meeting 
Yesterday. 



Young People's Dance for the 
Cause— Want the Naval 
Hospital. 



I Very encouraging reports wore heard 
in reference to the movement for the 
treatment of tuberculosis at a meeting 
of the society having the matter in 
baud .yesterday afternoon, Mrs. 
JRocke Robertson, the president, 
occupying the chair. It was re- 
solved, on motion of Dr Pa- 
gan; seconded by Itev. A. Ewing, that 
the ministers of the various churches 
.be asked to set apart a certain Sunday 
fjn hi the interests of the cause: 
■ Itev. 'Mr. Ewing in this connection, 
said that he would be pleased to bring 
the matter to .the attention of the Min- 
isterial Association, which meets on 
Monday next. He remarked that a spe- 
cial Sunday was given for collections 
in aid of the Society for the (Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, and he did not 
see. why the same recognition should not 
bo given t;> this more urgent case. In 
regard to the crusade against tubercul- 
osis, the crusaders had ignorance to 
overcome, the speaker pointing out that 
one death in every eight occurring iu 
Victoria last year was due to consump- 
tion. 'Hp thought the people should bo 
arofised to a sense of their responsibility 
in* this regard, and suggested that the 
churches might be supplied with en- 
velopes for contributions to the fund. 

It was resolved, upon suggestion . of 
the president, that all in attendance who 
were not present at the meeting when 
the society was* organized, should bo eu- 
TolU-d as members. In this connection 
Dr. Fflgau 'wished it to be understood 
that the organization was not for ladies 
only. The co-operation of everybody 
was invited. 

Dr. Pagan took occasion to comment 
upon the general misconception in re- 
gard to consumption. The idea was 
prevalent Chat it was a hereditary dis- 
ease; in fact be himself was marked 
AS a probable victim, in his youth, for 
this reason. It was known' to the medi- 
cal world today that consumption was 
not hereditary. It was contracted. It 
was given to the healthy by the sick, 
and could iie avoided when people were 
educa.tod to know bow to protect them- 
selves. It was a duty to see that people 
were enlightened, and he suggested that 
the society should arrange for a course 
of .public lectures to be given on the sub- 
ject during lilt" year, cither in the 
schools or in a public hali. Hd moved 
that .1 committee be appointed to con- 
sider this suggestion and report. The 
motion passed. 

It "was resolved, upon motion of ilio 
president, seconded by Dr. Pagan, that 
the City Council should be asked to, en- 
force The bylaw against expectorating 
on the tpubiic streets/ 

1 1 was resolved! that meetings of the 
society shall be called once a month, 
every second Monday at -I o'clock. 

The fhiiineial stotemenl of results 
from the recent concert in aid of the 
hospital fund, was rend by the treasurer, 
..Mis. Raines. It showed receipts of 



lo the objects of the society. He re- 
marked that consumptives were practi- 
cally outcasts. They were refused ad- 
mission at hotels and the ordinary hos- 
pitals did' not want to receive them. 
There was no place where they could 
receive treatment and attention. They 
were almost as much ostracized as the 
lepers. As an ofttcinl he had felt that 
he would be remiss in his duty if ho 
did not do what he could to bring the 
matter to the attention of the public. 
IBefore they could satisfactorily seek 
the support of the moneyed men he had 
concluded that they must have the sup- 
port of the public to show that the 
movement was 'bona lidos, when they 
might also look for a grant from the 
government. In Victoria they had al- 
ready collected 1 , about $300> This meant 
$300 a year for ton years. The King's 
'Daughters had voted $250 to the fund, 
and a sociotv of ladies, called the Emer- 
gency Club, had got up a sale of needle- 
work in its aid, which netted ^132. The 
Trades and Labor Council hud voted 
$5 as nil annual subscription. The 
Ladies' Aid of the Centennial Methodist 
church and subscribed $10. In all they 
had collected, lo date, the sum of $1,157 
and this within the Inst couple of 
months. A canvass would be made of 
the whole Province, and they expected 
to get a large amount. Lord Strnthcona 
and the president of the C. P. It. had 
[promised to subscribe When the scheme 
had advanced beyond the realms of 
speculation, so that the prospects for 
success were very bright indeed. 

Dr. Pagan referred to an article in 
a recent magazine in which tuberculosis 
was spoken of us race suicide. As it 
■was a disease that, could be prevented, 
he thought the term was not out of 
place. In referring to a number o r 
cases illustrating the hopeless position of 
the tuberculosis sufferer under existing 
conditions, 'he specifically mentioned the 
case of Neil Omit, the orphan boy, now 
nn unwelcome patient at the hospital, 
for whom, he thought, something should 
be done. 

A committee consisting of Mrs. Jen- 
kins. Mrs. Grant, 'Mrs. Simpson and Dr. 
IFngan was appointed to enquire into 
young Grnnt's case and see what can ho 
accomplished. 

An offer was received and accepted 
from 'Mrs. Simpson and Mrs, Dickenson 
to give a dance for young peopjoyund 
children on February 24 in "aid of the 
hospital fund. It was agreed that prices 
Should bo fixed at fifty cents for children 
and $1.00 for young people. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Vancouver Man Purchased Well Known 
* Craft Recently Wrecked. 

The well known steamer Barbara 
Boscowltz, formerly owned by the Boff- 
cowitz Steamship Co., but recently pur- 
chased by liullen Bros. & Co., proprie- 
tors of thu marine railway, has been 
sold to Mr. J. S. Emerson of Vancou- 
ver. Some three months ago the Bar- 
bara iBoScowdtz was wrecked ut Par- 
sons bay, Ilarbledown island, near Alcit 
bay. The vessel was thought to bo a 
total wreck ut the time, but after in- 
specting the hull as it lay Oil the rocks, 
Ballon Bros, bought it from the board 
of marine underwriters for $300. I 
steamer was natched, and with the aid 
of the wrecking plant owned by the 
firm, was towed down to \ ietorm. 
where she was placed on the ways ut 
the mjarinei 'ruihvjny. Several (offiers 
were made at. various timcts since then 
for the vessel, but none were consider- 
ed until Saturday, when Mr. P. O. Bill- 
ion wont over, from the capital to \ nn- 
couver to complete the details of the 
purchase. The price which Mr. Emer- 
son paid for the steamer is understood 
to he $5,000.

ill the kitchen. The victim of the af- 
fair is now at St. Joseph'fl hospital,

present themselves. The Chinaman 
imietily slipped away in the confusion 
of the moment and is now being search; 
ed for by the police. 

It appears that the waiter had gone 
into the kitchen in the usual course of 
his work. Ho had left an order for a 
customer, and expected it to be ready. 
Tho Chinese, who was helping the cools 
— he is usually employed upstairs — had 
misunderstood the order. Words en- 
sued, and what followed is not clear. 
Those in the restaurant heard a ncuf- 
lle, a shout, and on hurrying into the 
kitchen, Mr. Young found Goodenougli 
holding the Chinaman iijtht to prevent 
his using his arms, with blood stream- 
ing from his head. There was blood 
on the Chinese also — presumably from 
his victim'. JIe stood by until Mr. and 
Mrs- young sought to bathe the wait- 
er's wound and was then ordered down- 
stairs. Tie dashed from the building — 
and the police are now seeking .him. It 
is not thought that he can escape. 

The wound was evident ly caused by 
a largo knife, a carver or cleaver, witn 
which tho Chinese struck, the waiter 
on tho top of the head, presumably as 
ho was leaving the kitchen which opens 
behind a screen- i»t;> the main dining- 
room. , . 

Croodenough was helped to a hack 
and taken to St. Joseph's hospital, Dr.

England's navy 
«eases to •'rule the 'waves" her popu- 
lation will 'be cut off from all imports 
■without which they cannot exist, as* tlie 
territories controlled by Bngajd in- 
crease in number the points wnore an 
annihilating blow may be directeu is 
also increased. . 

England must at all times rely upon 
Slier inn-}' for 'her defence. She might 
keep on building more ships than 11115 
other nation, a feat winch becomes more 
ditlicult every year, when all European 
powers, and especially the nnmenseb 
■wealthy United States, keep 011 adding 
to their respective navies 

As Lord Sclborn once said: Ehe sea 
is all one and the fleet must be all one. 
This means that to protect her com- 
merce and the .various parts Of her 
world empire the fleet of Great Britain 
.must toe superior to -that c£»any other 
nation at any point of the globe; it must 
form a continuous chain r.W around the 
world with links of unmatched strength, 
for one broken link would mean that 
the whole chain would be'of no value. 

To 'build a navy as powerful as this it 
is evident that the colonies must bear 
their share of the burden, which they 
have heretofore never done. It there- 
fore has become necessary to find a way 
to arouse in the colonies an interest 111 
the. development of the navy ■which they 
'have never had, and the prospects of 
treating this interest are rather slim, 
When it will be remembered that both 
'Australia and Canada have repeatedly 
refused to contribute money to the na- 
val budget. ' ' 

The first step has been made by the 
prime minister, Mr. Balfour, by the 
creation of a commission of national de- 
fence, and there is no doubt that it is 
a step in the right direction. 

The commission, in which all the col- 
onies are represented, will take up all 
questions of interest to the empire us a 
-whole, and upon the results of its work 
•rest the fate of the great British em- 
pire, which is doomed to destruction un- 
less the colonies come to the assistance 
of the Mother Country. 

Even now there is reason to beJigva 
that some of the colonies', especially 
Australia, may change their policy, as 
the success of Japan in her war -with 
Russia bave caused thorn considerable 
nnx-iety. and there is reason to fear that 
the little brown men may want to seize 
some of the islands' near Australia, 
•which at present are absolutely defence- 
less. 1 1 

The government of Australia is be- 
ginning to realize that it is not enough 
for her to strengthen 'her army, but that 
sue must have a navy, and that she will 
accomplish the best results by 'co- 
operating tvitli England and bear her 
share nf the expense of strengthening 
the floating defences. 

If the other colonies in time reach the 
same conclusion the future of the Brit- 
ish empire as a unit is assured. 

'Tf not, England will a few years 
from now be absolutely powerless to 
protect! her 1 colonies.

ibeso defensive agencies, the Tunes 
observes, "cannot possibly come into piaj 
so long as the navy retains the effective 
command of the sea, and are, by the 
avowal »f the apologists lor this por- 
tentous expenditure, <niite inadequate to 
save us when once the command of the 
sen is lost." . .. . _, 

Without entirely endorsing this rhetor- 
ical comment, which would seem to sug- 
gest that an army of defence is mere 
waste, and should be done away with 
Altogether, the expenditure to which ex- 
ception is taken, wJirle it provides the 
economist with a promising field for re- 
trenchment, indicates that the military 
authorities have hitherto failed ler_gnisp 
the now situation created by the suprem- 
acy of the "blue-water school." 

In this failure there lurks a danger to 
the slate. Under any circumstances, it 
. would be ditlie.ult. and perhaps impossi- 
ble, to induce the taxpayer to submit for 
.nnv length of time to the payment, of 
£20,000.000 a year for the upkeep of Oi» 
army; that difficulty will be greatly m- 
- creased if the'navy estimates arc' to con- 
tinue to rise. Naval and military ex- 
perts might expatiate at large upon 
every .penny of the expenditure they 
a-ecommende*! being vital to tho safety 
of the empire, and even so the pubuc 
.might remain dogged and unconvinced. 
But when we- are told (by men them- 
selves in the service that a great deal 
of our expenditure on the army is sheer, 
stupid . waste, it is perfectly clear that 
itiie cry for economy is irrestible. 

J luring the war the country suffered 
from a hot fit. Then no effort in the 
direction of army rerorm would have 
ibeen looked at that was not expensive 
mid grandiose. The army corps scheme, 
which for the moment exalted Mr. Hrod- 
rick in the columns of the London Times 
lo the position of n great statesman, was 
popular because it was costly and am- 
Ibitious. Now, as all sensible people pre- 
dicted, the hot fit has been succeeded by 
a chill. The danger, and a very real 
danger, now is that economy in the ad- 
ministration of the army may be car- 
ried too far. And if reasonable econo- 
mics arc not effected, unreasonable 
economies will lie advocated and carried. 
Koine economy the public will insist 
upon, and those military experts will be 
the Iniest friends of the army who de- 
vote their whole energies to devising the 
safest means of cutting down the esti- 
mates, rather than to the vain endeavor, 
to justify impossible expenditure. 

The army corps scheme has disap- 
peared, ami Mr. Brodrick with it. A 
new man has taken up the O'eins at the 
•war Office, ami has propounded a new 
■scheme, avowedly 'based on the conclu- 
ciions of the ""blue-water school." The 
net result of the scheme as regards econ- 
omy is not sensational, even if every 
•economy suggested by Mr. Arnold-Foster 
can be effected, and' tiie scheme goes 
through in its entirety; but, as I think I 
shall 'he alble to show, neither of these 
conditions is likely to be fulfilled. 

In a parliamentary paper issued near 
the "iid oi' the sesH'ono the financial re- 
sults of the various changes suggested 
arc sol out. I use the word "suggested" 
thecnusc tin- vita! chapee on which I he 
whole of the new scheme hinges is put 
forward merely by way of suggestion, 
Tor the country to accept or reject as '•* 
pleases. This is quite in accordance with 
tin- new theory of ministerial irrcspou-

On the present occasion I do not pro- 
pose to discuss the new scheme on its 
merits except from the financial point 
of view. The net reduc tion in the regu- 
lnr establishment is about 28,000 men. 
The regulars will lie divided into a 
homo service army of seventy-one bat- 
talions 5-0 strong; n general service 
army of 104 battalions 800 strong; and 
ten battalions of guards numbering 0,071) 
officers and men of all ranks. The cav- 
alry and .artillery, are to be slightly in- 
creased. The depots are to he decreased 
in number hut made more efficient at uu 
increased cost of £<>28,000; The net re- 
duction thus effected, including altera- 
tions in the rates of pay, is £G02,000; 
another £300,000 is to be saved on the 
volunteers; and a further reduction of 
£100,000 in aquatic and submarine serv- 
ices is promised) making a total reduc- 
tion of £1,092,000. A further proposal 
is tentatively put forward to convert 
thirty-three militia (battalions into home 
service battalions, effecting a further 
economy of £370,000. If this Is done 
the total promised l eduction is £1,471. 00J 
tho total promised reduction is £1,- 
471.000. 

This iby no means magnificent reduc- 
tion is. moreover, not to he effected at 
once. Tlite stat eineiit. we are told, 
•"shows only the difference in charge be- 
tween the present and proposed systems 
when in full operation." But, as has 
been lately pointed out in the Standard, 
it is extremely doubtful even whether 
these economies will be released. The 
committee of defence have hot yet given 
their decision as to the /policy of taking 
away eleven battalions from the garrison 
'in South Africa, 'Egypt, and the naval 
stations, and reducing the average 
strength of the remaining battalions 
from OSS to 8G3. That the army coun- 
cil and tho committee of defence nre no', 
always of one mind we may gather from 
tho ingenuous statement in the Housn 
of Lords U,v Lord Donoughmore, th« 
under secretary tor war, who informed 
the House that the committee of de- 
'fenco had vetoed the proposal of the 
war ofllce council to abolish the militia. 

Indeed, the first thing that strikes one 
about the government scheme is that it 
is framed in the alternative— it is not 
one. - scheme, lint two schemes. This 
strongest government of modern times 
is content to leave the reins in the hand" 
of the man in the street. The militia 
is. or is not, to be reduced by thirty- 
three battalions, according as the people, 
and not the secretary of stare for war 
and the cabinet may decide. The secre- 
tary of state for Avar obligingly tells the 
electorate that they are to pay the 
money and take their choice. And what 
makes this concession still more remark- 
able is that the war minister acknowl- 
edges, in the frankest terms, that he is 
not only iu favor of cutting down the 
militia by thirty-three battalions, but of 
abolishing it altogether, lie quotes with 
approval the opinion of high military 
authorities, who assert with confidence 
that the militia is almost useless either 
for purposes of offence or defence. He 
dwells with emphasis on the absolute 
Efloessity of reducing the army estimate.-', 
and pointedly directs attention to the 
great, expense— nearly £2,000,000 a year 
—of keeidng up this almost useless for;c; 
and yet the conclusion he arrives at is 
that he will leave the question abso 
lately open. 

To conduct business in this way is not 
to govern, but to abdicate all 'be func- 
tions of government. 

The government make one proposal 
and two suggestions. The proposal is to 
reduce the expenditure ou the army by 
3% cent on the estimate of last year, 
this somewhat microscopic' reduction net 
to be effected at once, but ut somo fu- 
ture date not specified; and even this 
reduction depends upon the view that 
'may he taken by the committee of de- 
fence as to tin* retrenchnints advocated 
iii manning our colonial and naval sta- 
tions. The secretary of state for war 
suggests, but dares not let it be consid- 
ered a necessary part of his scheme, thai, 
a further economy of 1 per cent should 
be effected by absorbing thirty-three 
■militia battalions into the regular army; 
and further expresses a strong opinion, 
which he announces he Is too modest to 
endeavor to force upon the public, that 
the militia, being almost useless either 
for 'purposes ' of offence or defence, 
should be abolished altogether. 

In lhc opinion, however, of such high 
authorities as Lord Halliburton and Sir 
italph Knox, the new scheme will re- 
sult in no economy at all. but ou lhc 
contrary in increased expenditure. Sir 
Ralph Knox poiuts out (London Times, 
September 24i that more than the whole 
savin- on the new scheme arises from 
a proposed reduction of the garrisons 
abroad, a reduction not yet sanctioned 
by the committee of* defence. He further 
maintains that the depots » ill cost far 

i -e than their estimated figures, and 

he adds thai the "cost of recruits at de- 
pots is si't down at £782,000. It Juay bo 
confidently asserted that under this head 
alone the calculation rj cost is under- 
stood by £750,000." Ix>rd Hnlibnrtou 
w.ites (Lon Ion Times, () l iber 13): "Mr. 
lArnold^Forster's financial statement 
omitted tln> capital expenditure for thir- 
teen large depots, and for the barracks 
that will be required for bis territorial 
rc.,'inien!s. This will represent many mil- 
lions, ll seems quite certain that then' 
will be n very large Inerunsed expendi- 
ture, as well as a reduction of fighting 
strength, under Mr. Arnold-Forster's 

When two cx-pennaueiit' under secre- 
taries of slate of such ability ami ex- 
perience as Lord Hillibnrton ami Sir It. 
Knox express so confident an opinion 
tlnit the alleged economies ate visionary, 
and will result in a large increase of ex- 
penditure, i lie public may well pause 
bfore they accept the figures of a secre- 
tary of state of very limited experience, 
who acknowledge* thnl he is a mere 
"tyro," ami do. s not insist on the ac- 
ceptance of his views on the militia. 

It remains to lie stated that every 
penny of the minute reduction proposed 
is dependent upon the assumption that 
i be rate of pay offered wih suffice to 
till the tanks under the new scheme. It 
is trio' thill "bile (■•e rate of pay of the 
short service home defence army is to bo 
the o'd sbilliug a day. wilh a messing 
allowance of pence on leaving the de- 
ipot, the pay of the general service army 
is to 'be increased by 4 • pence a day, ris- 
ing to (i pence for a first or. second class 
shot; but as a set-off against this eon- 
cession the term of service 'with the col- 
ors is to be ulna years instead of seven, 
and this service will be almost entirely 
abroad, The home def 'eii^-— i3V 4|(£ug 
enlisted for two years ' only may prob- 
ably obtain sufficient recruits; but is it 
certain, or even probable, that an extra 
4 pence or <> pence a day will fill the 
ranks of the general service army? Ii 
am afraid, in the light of recent ex- 
perience, it is, mi the contrary, perfectly 
safe to proplwsy a large deficiency. The 
confident predictions of the military au- 
thorities as to the number of three 
years' service men who would extend 
have been disastrously falsified, and men 
have lately been sent onto to India with 
less than a year to serve. These men 
[inttst be brought, back, or given their 
own terms to extend. That 5s an ex- 
pense not. provided for In the memoran- 
dum. And on the far larger question of 
future enlistment, while the secretary 
of state gives no reason, for assuming 
that his present cnlculti'floits are Jlkelv 
to rehabilitate liiH reputation as a 
prophet, it is hold by ma'uy who have 
studied the question that nil the Indlctl- 
f/.ons favor the view that except in 
periods of great distress, where recruit- 
In- is brisk but the quality of the recruit 
bad, it 'will be impossible to -btnin any- 
ir approaching to the number of men 
required, '

There is another remedy favored "by 
the service— that of conscription. Sir 
IXerille Lyttelton, lhc first military nwm- 
ber of the army council, has been bold 
| enough to state in public the views held 
I ; by many— I am afraid most— of his 
brother officers. The service is not in 
the least concerned at the probable fail- 
ure of voluntary enlistment. They would 
| regard it as a blessing, for in their opiu- 
j inn it would force conscription upon the 
'public. Here they make a mistake. 
'Conscription for home service is not re- 
i quired, and for foreign service it will 
not be tolerated; go thre sooner they 
give up crying for the moon the better. 
This paper, however, deals only with 
j tinny finance, and from that standpoint 
i it is important to note that whether or 
| nut it is possible, iby the offer of more 
money, lo get the men required to put 
the new army scheme into operation, it 
is, llll'llinilly speaking, certain that we 
shall not get the men for the money of- 
fered, ami that, if the gf-licme is not 
abandoned or greatly modified, there will 
'be no reduction, but. mi the i.'jjitrnry, 
nu increase in our military expenditure, 
ii believe the necessary inerense in pay 
alone will suffice to swallow up more 
than the whole estimated saving; and. 
in addition, there is the doubt as to 
whet her every penny of that saving will 
rot be wiped nut by the committee of 
defence, ami tho strong probability thai 
Lord Halibut-ton and Sir Itnlpli Knox 
are right in maintaining that the ex- 
penses of the working of the new 
scheme, even if the garrisons are in- 
duced and the recruits forthcoming, is 
greatly underestimated.
